Luther Theological Seminary, 
Saskatoon. Graduation Exercises, 
May 25, 1945 

Commencement exercises were held joint- 
ly with the Lutheran College and Seminary, 
Friday evening, May 25th, at 8:00 p.m. 
The speaker of the evening was the Rev. 
V. J. Eylands, Vice-President of the Ice- 
landic Synod. 

Luther Theological Seminary graduated 
the following four candidates, whom the 
Home Mission Board has called to the fields 
indicated: 

Harold Waldemar Melby, called to the 
Melville parish. 

Henning Georg Olsen, called to the Bent- 
ley parish. 

Osborne Harold Olsen, called to the Fort 
St. John parish. 

Harold Charles Severtson, called to the 
Medecin Hat parish. 

These were all graduated as Candidates 
in Theology. As Henning G. Olsen has 
completed the additional requirements for 
the Bachelor of Divinity degree, this de- 
gree was conferred upon him. 

In connection with the graduation ex¬ 
ercises Dr. J. R. Lavik, President of Luther 
Seminary, gave the following 

REPORT 

Luther Theological Seminary opened its 
sixth academic year on October 10, 1944. 
This was two weeks later than the date 
originally set for the opening. However, 
the two weeks were made up, partly by 
shortening the Christmas vacation, and 
partly by continuing a little longer in May, 
so that we are completing a full academic 
year of thirty-two weeks. 

In view of wartime conditions we have 
had as many students in attendance as we 
could reasonably expect. The total en- 
rollment w T as sixteen. Of these, eight were 
rigistered for full-time work in theology, six 
took two classes each at the University and 
the rest of their work at the Seminary, and 
two were special students who will not 
complete the Seminary course. Of the 
regular students, three are members of the 
Lutheran Free Church, who are attending 
our Seminary in accordance with an agree- 
ment entered into with the Home Mission 
Board of that Synod, All students ’ have 
enjoyed good health, and have carried on 
their work with commendable industry and 
devotion. 

The present prospects for new students 
next year are quite good. The applications 
of five young men, who at present are tak- 
ing preparatory w r ork elsewhere, have been 
approved by the Committee on Admission. 
It is expected that three of these wjll be 
ready to begin the study of theology in the 


fall. There are several men in the armed 
forces, whose applications were previously 
approved, who may be released in time for 
them to begin at the opening of the next 
school year. So there apparently will be 
new students to take the place of the four 
who are being graduated this evening. 

On behalf of Luther Seminary I wish to 
acknowledge with gratitude and apprecia- 
tion he receipt of the following gifts during 
the year: $1.00 in memory of Mrs. A. Lee, 
from Mr. and Mrs. P. Olsen, Edmonton;

Student Aid Fund, Mr. and Mrs. M. N. 
Johnson, Los Angeles, Calf.; $50.00 to the 
Library, and $100.00 to the Student Aid 
Fund, by Mr. J. B. Hanson and family, in 
memory of D. L. Melby who died Sept. 
29, 1941, and Palmer Melby who fell in 
action in France Sept. 11, 1944, respectively 
the father and the brother of Harold Melby, 
one of our present graduates. 

Also this year our good friend Dr. Martin 
A. Nordgaard, East Orange, N. J. has sent 
us a check in the amount of $200.00 for 
the purpose of providing a gift of fifty 
dollars’ worth of theological books for each 
member of the graduating class, for which 
I know they are deeply grateful, and of 
which the Seminary acknowledges sincere 
appreciation. 

Within the narrow- sphere of our daily 
routine the academic year just closing has 
been relatively quiet and uneventful. We 
have, however, not been leading a cloistered 
existence, indifferent to what has been going 
on in the world at large. Quite to the cont- 
rary, we have been following with intense 
interest the tremendously significant events 
which have transspired. They have oc- 
cupied a very large place in our thinking 
and in our prayers. Not only this year but 
from the beginning we have watched with 
anxious concem the ebb and flow of this 
tragic world war, the more significant phase 
of which has now been brought to a victor- 
ious close. We have observed with deep 
respect and admiration the rugged fortitude 
and endurance of the British people during 
these long and severely trving years. Those 
of us who are of Norse ancestry, and who 
have close relatives and friends in the 
Land of the Midnight Sun, have agonized 
with our people over there during these 
more than five years of sore affliction. We 
rejoice that they stood the test and in the 
face of overwhelming power bore strong. 
courageous, unflinching witness for truth 
and righteousness. We now rejoice with 
them in the release from bondage which 
victory has brought. The heroic spirit has 
manifested itself, however, in many lands 
during these years which have been burd- 
ened with so much unspeakable tragedy. 
and we are profoundly grateful to all who 
have contributed to the cause of freedom, 
justice and righteousness. But especially 
let us thank God for the dawn of returning 
peace, for when His judgments are ac- 
complished “He maketh wars to cease unto 
the end of the earth.” Ps. 46, 9. As peace 
returns may the peoples of the earth have 
grace to humble themselves before God and 
to walk in His light! 

Members of the graduating class, since 
this is in a very special sense your day 
and vour hour, I desire to direct a few 
words specifically to you before you re- 
ceive your diplomas. 

In comparison with the events of world- 
wide scope amidst which we have been liv¬ 
ing during the three years you have been 
at Luther Seminary, our everyday tasks 
may at times have seemed commonplace 
and insignificant. There has not been any- 
thing outwardly heroic about them. Yet 
we need not offer any apology for them, 
because they have been of basic importance. 
You have been preparing yourselves for that 
work which is most significant of all. Jesus 
gathered a few humble men around Him for 
a three-year course of preparation, and then 
sent them out into the world with the im- 
perative: “Go ye and make disciples of all 
the nations.” It is true now as it was then 
that nothing in this sin-burdened world is 
quite so important as that men be made the 
disciples of our Lord Jesus Christ, for that 
is the way of the coming kingdom of God. 


In seeking to prepare you for the gospel 
ministry it has been our purpose to place 
due emphasis upon sound scholarship. As 
specialists in your chosen field you need 
lo possess through and comprehensive 
learning. Christian faith is not a mere 
emotional upsurge but is rather the entire 
personality laying hold upon and being 
conformed to the truth of God as revealed 
in Jesus Christ. The preacher of the 
Gospel must himself, both in principel and 
experientially, know that truth which makes 
men free, if he is to present it to others 
with persuasive power. Moreover, he needs 
to know something of those contradictory 
philosophies of life, and those perversions 
of true religion, which in the past have 
retarded the forward march of the kingdom 
of God among men, so that with necessary 
insight and wisdom he can meet similar 
trends of though in the world of today and 
tomorrow. Various courses in the cur¬ 
riculum have been designed to meet these 
necessities. 

However, we have been especially anx¬ 
ious that you should leam to know your 
Bible. We have of course sought to ac- 
quaint you with the more significant histor- 
ical, textual and literary problems of the 
Bible as we have it today, and the results 
attained by sound scholarship, but not as 
the dominant phase of Bible study. We 
have wanted you to read it devotionally, 
and to study it in a personal way as that 
Word of God whereby He also today 
speaks to men of their deepest and most 
vital needs. We have wanted you to know 
the Bible as God’s saving word to you 
personallv, and as God’s saving message of 
truth and grace to a world which is des- 
perately in need of a spiritual revival. You 
have been called to go forth as witnesses 
for your Lord. In this service the really 
important question is not how much you 
know about His Word, but how much use 
you have for it in your own personal Chris¬ 
tian life, and how effectively you can use 
it in winning souls for His kingdom. 

As a final word to you before you leave 
the Seminary I would emphasize that the 
Church that has called you into the gospel 
ministry is looking for truly devout and 
consecrated pastors. Our congregations 
want men of sound and sufficient learning 
if they can get them. They like to have 
pastors of outstanding ability if such are 
available. But especially those among our 
church members who take their Christian- 
i ty seriously are particularly concemed that 
the men sent out from the Seminary into 
the ministry of the Word be truly men of 
vital Christian faith, men of deep and 
strong convictions rooted in the Word, men 
whose hearts are gripped by a passion for 
souls, men who are imbued with genuine 
evangelical zeal for the building of the king¬ 
dom of God among men both at home and 
abroad, for the mission of the Church em- 
braces the whole world. 

The Church has been praying, and con- 
tinues to pray, the Lord of the harvest to 
send forth such laborers into His harvest. 

We trust that you are being thus sent 
forth by Him! 

May He graciously bless each one of you 
and set you to be a blessing! 


Location of Our Sunset Home 

One of the most important matters to 
be discussed at our District meeting in Sas¬ 
katoon this summer is the future location 
of our Old People’s Home. The board for 
the Home has been studying this matter, 
but this is not for the Board, but for the 
District to decide. In order that a wise 
decision can be made the following are some 
of the points that should be considered. 

First we may consider whether the Home 
should be located in one of our cities in 
Saskatchewan or Alberta rather than in a 
small town or village as a present. There 
are certain advantages which a city can 
offer. All the modern conveniences can 
most easily be provided in the cities; and 
on the whole the train connections may be 
better than in most of the smaller towns. 
But there are also distinct disadvantages in 
locating in a city. The grounds would be 
more costly to begin with, and would there- 
fore likely be more crowded than in a smal¬ 
ler town, unless a place were secured on the 
outskrits of a city. If that were done there 
would likely be the disadvantage of the in- 
mates being far from church. Of course, 
Services are always provided at the Home 
for the inmates, but those who have health 
like to attend the Services of the local con- 
gregation and mingle with the people there. 


Otherwise a city may become a very lonely 
place for the old folks. 

The relative advantages of having the 
Home located in Saskatchewan or Alberta 
must also be weighed. The building costs 
are generally lower in Alberta, and the same 
applies to the fuel costs. And since Alberta 
has had the Home for more than 20 years 
many people would be disappointed to see 
it moved. But any point in Alberta has 
the disadvantage of not being centrally 
located in the District. There is, however, 
one matter that will be of great influence 
in deciding the location, namely the ques¬ 
tion of tax exemption. A village, town, or 
city may be favorable towards granting 
tax exemption to such a home, but the 
power to grant such tax exemption would 
have to be provided by provincial act. This 
question is being envestigated in both prov- 
inces so that the Board hopes to have def- 
inite information in regard to this by the 
time of the convention. 

At one time it was decided that the Sun¬ 
set Home should be located in Camrose; but 
since that time the Bible School has been 
built there, and with the College also there 
it is a question how advisable it would be 
to place a third institution in that town. 
Still Camrose can offer the advantages to 
be had in a city, and other advantages as 
well. 

Before making a choice the present loca¬ 
tion should also be considered. It is un- 
questionably as cheap, or cheaper, to op¬ 
erate a Home there than it would be in any 
other centre. On the land own ed by the 
Home cows are kept to supply the milk 
needed. The cost of installing all modern 
conveniences may be greater; but in spite 
of this the cost over a period of years may 
be no greater. A very fine advantage of the 
present location is that the Home is so near 
the Church that many of the inmates can 
attend Services there as well as the Services 
at the Home. 

There may be defference of opinion as 
to what location should be chosen; but if 
we carefully and prayerfully consider all 
angles of this important matter it should 
be possible to decide this at our District 
meeting in an amicable manner. 

Our Sunset Home has been of great 
blessing to our District these past years. 
May we pray that our Home may offer 
ablessed service to our aged in the future.

HYKLER

“HYKLER!” 

Hvor lett vi har for aa si det! Det faller 
likesome av sig selv. Some kommer med 
beskyldningen i bevisst ondskap. Andre 
gjør det av tankeløs sladderaktighet. 

Men mange har aldri tenkt over hvad 
hykleri egentlig er. Ikke alt ukonsekvent 
mellem tro og liv er hykleri. “Hykler” -— 
eller “løgner” — er kun den som er det 
bevisst. 

Jesus har gitt oss tilkjenne at bare den 
syndefrie har rett til aa kaste sten. Det 
vilde bli mindre med stenkastning i vaar 
tale om vi betenkte det. 

Hvor er det menneske som kan undgaa 
aa gjøre det som fiender og sladderhanker 
kan faa til er hykleri? 

En stygg form for hykleri er aa gi inn¬ 
trykk av aa være bedrøvet over noe som 
ikke smerter. 

“Er det ikke sørgelig,” sier hykleren, om 
noe som han i virkeligheten har en indre 
glede av aa kunne berette om til andre. 
Hykleren taler til andre om synderen. En 
opriktig kristen taler til synderen selv, og 
tier til andre. 

En av de frekkeste former for hykleri 
kommer til syne naar noen sier, “Jeg gaar 
ikke i kirke, for det er hyklere der!” Hyk¬ 
leren maa ha en undskyldning for sin egen 
opførsel, og saa legger han skylden paa hyk¬ 
leri! 

“Jeg vet iallfall om en hykler i menig¬ 
heten,” sa en. 

“Hvem er det da?” spurte jeg. 

“S,” svarte han. 

“Hvorfor kaller du ham en hykler?” 

“Jo, han gaar i kirken paa søndag, og 
i drikkekneipen paa mandag.” 

Jeg fortalte da at “S” nettop foregående 
søndag blev igjen efter gudstjenesten for 
aa tale med mig, og at han ærlig bekjente 
sig selv for aa være en dranker, men at han 
kom i kirken for aa faa hjelp. 

Jeg spurte om slikt var hykleri. 

Nei, mannen maatte innrømme at det 
var det ikke. 

Jeg sa da til ham — og det er det denne 
artikkel er skrevet for aa si til alle, mig 
selv med — at vi bør være varsomme med 
aa beskylde noen for hykleri.

Vi er saa skapte av Gud at vi ikke kan 
lese anders hjerter. Derfor har vi hverken 
rett eller plikt til cia dømme heller. Det 
er for en ærlig kristen, og især for en op¬ 
riktig sjelesørger, til usigelig stor trøst. 
Dommen hører Gud til. 

Guds ord har ikke lite aa si om det aa 
dømme andre. Les for eksempel følgende 
steder: Matt. 7, 1; Joh. 8, 15; Rom. 2, 1 
og 16 samt 14, 4—10 og 13; 1 Kor. 4, 3 
og 5; Jak. 4, 12. Fremfor alt glem ikke 
at “dommen skal være ubarmhjertig mot 
den som ikke har gjort barmhjertighet 
roser sig mot dommen.”

FOR SELF-EXAMINATION 

Epistle: Rom. 2: 17-29. 

“For the name of God is blasphemed 
among the gentiles through you.” V. 24. 

Paul here speaks some pierdng things 
to the Jews of his day but also to Christians 
of today. God demands an examination of 
heart. It is a fearful thing to deceive one- 
self concerning eternal truths. The Jews 
of Rome emphasized their superiority be¬ 
cause of their posssession of the law, and 
rested on the outward act of circumcision to 
create their own self-righteousness. A beam 
blinded their eyes. 

Recently we have celebrated the first 
coming of God’s Holy Spirit. This same 
Spirit desires to do something in your heart 
through this word today. He desires to 
convict of sin. in order that there may also 
be a cleansnig from sin. Blasphemy against 
God is a serious thing. To cause God’s 
name to be blasphemed among others is 
also a very serious thing, for it brings death, 
not only to one to one, but to many. 

God’s holy law is opposed to adultery in 
every form, both improper adult relation- 
ships before marriage, as well as unfaith- 
fulness to a partner in marriage. Those 
who received this letter were guilty of this 
sin, yet they tried to teach others the law. 
This hypocrisy led the Gentiles to despise 
the God of the Jews who they supposed 
permitted such outrageous conduct. This 
sin against ones own body was apparent 
even to the conscience of the Gentile to be 
sin. 

“Thou that -preachest a man should not 
steal?” Stealing.is not only the evil done 
by those apprehended in courts. It is often 
carried on in such a subtle way that to 
men it does not appear as stealing, but 
before the all-seeing eve of God it is plainly 
that. The law of love demands that the 
believer not only does not take by force, 
what he does not own, but neither is he to 
get it “by false wares or false dealing”. 
Among the Jewish men of trade and in- 
dustry Paul recognized some of this under- 
handed dealing that God was not pleased 
with. Instead of helping and befriending 
the neighbor, as required by the Seventh 
Commandment he was defrauding him in 
money transactions. The Holy Spirit to¬ 
day wants you to look at yourself in re- 
gard to this matter. Is there anything in 
your dealings with your fellow-men that is 
not truly honest? If you are trving to 
hide such conduct there are, nevertheless, 
those who are likely despising the name of 
God because you pretend piety. This is 
abominable in the sight of God! 

Thirdly, Paul touches another tender 
spot. Though you hate idols, do you 
nevertheless commit idolatrv in a subtle 
manner? In our land open idolatry is 
frowned upon, but what of the many even 
of those who profess the name of Christ, 
who secretly eling to money as their God. 
God desires it to be used for blessing. Do 
you hoard it and spend it on your own 
self only, instead of using it according to 
the law of love — love to God and to men? 
Can it be that there is someone who despis- 
es God because you, who profess His name 
at least outwardly. use this gift of God self- 
ishly? How do you use the Sabbath? is 
it God-pleasing? or are there those who 
ridicule God because children like you do 
not care to, or dare to, keep the Sabbath? 
What is your attitude when God’s name is 
used in vain about you? 

Let each one of us ask ourselves these 
questions and others, and uncover these 
awful sins against a loving God. One way 
lies open. Thank God there is one way. 
Humble yourself before God. Confess your 
cherished sins. Turn to Jesus, the Savior 
of sinners. Amen!
